Flynt Hit By 
CIA, Mafia? 

Was there a conspiracy be¬ 
hind the recent attempt on the 
life of Hustler magazine found¬ 
er Larry Flynt? Flynt’s asso¬ 
ciates in Los Angeles are in¬ 
vestigating suspicions that the 
attack--which left Flynt in seri¬ 
ous condition in a Georgia hos¬ 
pital following removal of his 
spleen and portions of both large 
and small.intestines--may have 
been the work of government 
agents or organized crime. 

Investigative reporter, au¬ 
thor and KTTV news personal¬ 
ity Chuck Ashmg^n is exploring 
the possibility that the assassi¬ 
nation attempt was more than 
the work of a “lone gunman” 
with religious delusions. 

Flynt has become a burr in 
the side of the defenders of the 
Warren Commission every since 
he bought the Los Angeles Free 
Press and turned it over to Mark 
Lane and fellow assassination 
buffs. The first issue was a 
lividly illustrated challenge to 
the disputed findings of the of¬ 
ficial government investigation 
into the death of President John 
F. Kennedy. 

Flynt subsequently took out 
full page ads in the New York 
Times, offering a million dol¬ 
lars for information on the role 
of conspirators in the Kennedy 
ambush. 

The Mafia may also want to 
see Larry FlyTit put away, ac¬ 
cording to Ashman, who is work¬ 
ing on an article on Flynt’s 
shooting for the LA Free Press. 
Flynt, faced with a refusal of 
major American magazine dis¬ 
tributors to handle Hustler,es- 
tablished his own nation-wide 
distribution system. It has be¬ 
come hugely successful and now 
Flynt has begun distributing other 
magazines which, because of 
their off-beat topics, could not 
find major distribution outlets 
previously. (High Times is now 
carried by Flynt and he even 
made a pitch to Mother Jones 
recently.) According to Ashman, 
major magazine distribution has 
been a target of Mafia involve¬ 
ment. Flynt, however, is a mav¬ 
erick and runs his own operation. 

Flynt was on trial forobsceni- 
ty charges relating to the dis¬ 
tribution of Hustler magazine 
when he was gunned down. The 
judge declared a mistrial. Flynt’s 
attorney was also wounded and 
is now recovering. --Gar Smith 

S.F. Mint 
Probe Asked 

Raising the possibility of cri¬ 
minal negligence, Milton Mc¬ 
Farland, the president of the 
federal employee’s union at the 
U.S.- Assay Office in San Fran¬ 
cisco, has formally requested a 
federal investigation of the mass 
carbon monoxide poisoning in¬ 
cident at the facility last month 
(see Barb, Feb. 10). 

In his request to U.S. Attorney 
William Hunter, McFarland notes 
that inspectors from a federal 
safety agency and a private con¬ 
sulting firm had independently 
warned the Assay Office man¬ 
agement of the carbon monoxide 
hazard prior to the poisoning. 

In addition to requesting the 
investigation, McFarland has 
filed a grievance against Assay 
Office management for alleged 
violations of eight sections of 
the union’s contract in regard 
to the incident.

In U.S. Mail 

Here’s a new one: Readers of 
a newspaper advertisement were 
urged to “earn $250-$500-$1000 
stuffing envelopes.” For more 


information, the ad stated, sim¬ 
ply send $5. 

People who did send money 
received a letter in the mail in¬ 
structing them to publish their 
own newspaperads, urging people 
to “earn $250-$500-$ 1000 stuff¬ 
ing envelopes,” and wait for the 
money to come rolling in. 

Illinois state officials have 
stepped into the case, and or¬ 
dered the perpetrators to refund 
everyone’s money. The perpetra¬ 
tors are presumably now stuffing 
envelopes, returning all the 
money they collected. —(ZNS) 

BOf A 
Dumps Dollar 

The B of A, America’s biggest 
bank, has petitioned the Federal 
Reserve Board for permission 
to conduct domestic trading in 


foreign currencies! As the dol¬ 
lar falls against the German 
mark, the Swiss franc and the 
Japanese yen, this is only the 
latest (although most dramatic) 
example of Big Business jitters. 

The B of A has made two other 
attempts (in 1973 and 1975) but 
both times the Fed stalled-the 
plans as “not in the public in¬ 
terest.” 

Now Senator Jesse Helms 
(Rep., N.C.) is pushing the for- 
e i gn-currency bandwagon. 
Helms argues that the recent 
move to restore Americans’ 
rights to buy gold (thereby pro¬ 
tecting themselves against infla¬ 
tion) is a post facto abandonment 
of the dollar as a strict unit of 


national currency. According to 
Helms, the opi^rtunity for plain 
folks to trade in their dollars at 
the local bank for francs, yen 
or. marks would give American 
citizens the same alternatives 
that exist for sophisticated in¬ 
vestors. 

“If people utilize such an eco¬ 
nomic choice and get out of dol¬ 
lars. . .” Helms told the New 
York Times, “they not only are 
serving notice on Washington to 
give them money worthy of the 
name but also, I believe, are 
going to make it harder for the 
inflationists to continue to con¬ 
fiscate the resources of Ameri¬ 
cans.” 

If Californians are given the 
choice other banks are expected 
to follow suit. But are the “little 
people” really the intended bene¬ 
ficiaries? Are the Rockefellers 
capitalists? 

“I don’t see a very active 
blue-collar market for Swiss 
francs,” the president of Citi¬ 
bank told the Times. “Even B of

‘^Hottest” Water 
From GE Plant 

James Levine, a Northern 
California water control specia¬ 
list, reports he has discovered 
that the water table surrounding 
a General Electric nuclear pow¬ 
er plant east of San Francisco 
contains the highest known levels 
of radioactive tritium in the 
United States. 

Levine says he made his dis¬ 
covery after collecting random 
samples of water from nine lo¬ 
cations near GE’s Vallecitos 
plant. The “tritiated water,” ac¬ 
cording to Levine, results when 
water from the plant’s cooling 


system is discharged and mixes 
with local water supplies. 

Levine stresses that while the 
level around this particular plant 
is usually high, it is not nec¬ 
essarily dangerous. He says that 
the highest readings are only 
about 50 percent of the highest 
levels permitted by U.S. health 
officials. 

He adds, however, that until 
his measurements were taken, 
no one was aware of the high 
levels at all. The reason for that, 
he says, is that General Electric 
has placed all its water moni¬ 
toring equipment upstream from 
where the company discharges 
its waste waters. --(ZNS) 

Seven Sexes 
In The Future 

If you think human relations 
are complicated now, wait till . 
you hear this: A Penn State Uni¬ 
versity futurologist is predict¬ 
ing that by the end of the next 
century, there will be more than 
two human sexes on earth, and 
perhaps as many as seven. 

Professor Phil Klass, in an 
interview with Enterprise 
Science News, says that various 
new kinds of sexes' will emerge 
both through natural processes 
and through genetic engineering. 

According to Klass, our grand¬ 
children’s children will probably 
see the day when “sexless people 


created by genetic engineering 
(will) live on other planets.” 
He says that many people will 
choose to become sexless be¬ 
cause “they won’t want to be 
bothered by the dating game, 
the responsibility of family, or 
the bothersome stereotypes of 
the male and female roles.” 

The professor also predicts 
there is a high likelihood that 
nuclear war will break out on 
the earth. He says that this pro¬ 
bability will spur the develop¬ 
ment of sexless “starmen” who 
will seek safety by inhabiting 
other planets. --(2^S) 

Sign Here 
Before Sex 

A proposal that would have 
required a man to have the writ¬ 
ten consent of a woman before 
they engaged in sexual inter¬ 
course has been rejected by the 
Oklahoma House of Representa¬ 
tives. 

The proposed law also would 
have required the man to inform 
the woman that she may become 
pregnant from intercourse, and 
that the childbirth could result 
in serious health problems. 

Representative Cleta Death- 
rage said her amendment was 
patterned after other language 
in an anti-abortion bill which 
requires doctors to explain the 
possible mental and medical ha¬ 
zards of abortion to their pa¬ 
tients. 

One representative said he ve¬ 
toed the idea because it would 
require a couple to “take a 
secretary and bookkeeper with 
them.” —(ZNS) 

Anti-Nuke 
Demo Plan 


The Abalone Alliance, a loose 
confederation of 14 California 
anti-nuclear groups, says it is 
planning to spearhead another 
“direct action” at the Diablo 
Canyon nuclear power plant in 
San Luis Obispo late this sum¬ 
mer. 

The Alliance says it will or¬ 
ganize a massive non-violent 
demonstration at the plant on 
August 6--HiroshimaDay--inef¬ 
forts to convince the public and 
nuclear power advocates that ato¬ 
mic power is not safe and is not 
needed. 

The Alliance contends that nu¬ 
clear power plants are an “eco¬ 
nomic catastrophe,” that they 
are “unreliable and inefficient” 
and that the use of alternative 
energy methods such as solar 
energy would create many more 
jobs. 

Demonstrations and an at¬ 
tempted occupation of the San 
Luis Obispo plant last fall re¬ 
sulted in a number of arrests 
and jail sentences for anti-nu¬ 
clear demonstrators. -(ZNS) 

Our Own 
Black Hole 

A leading British astronomer 
is suggesting that one of the 
mysterious “black holes” is 
lurking at the very center of our 
Milky Way galaxy. 

Doctor Jim Pringle of the In¬ 
stitute of Astronomy at Cam¬ 
bridge says that apparent dis¬ 
crepancies in the orbital paths 
of nearby stars can be explained 
by the presence of a massive, 
invisible body at the galactic 
center. 

Doctor Pringle told the Royal 
Astronomical Society in London 
that the invisible “black hole” 
could be as large as a few mil¬ 
lion times the mass of our sun. 

Black holes are bodies so mas¬ 
sive and dense that their gravi¬ 
tational pull prevents lightwaves 
from escaping their surface. As 
a result, they are invisible. Prin¬ 
gle says that the black hole is 
constantly absorbing matter from 
the space which surrounds it.

Test For Toxins 


Is Your Pot Poisoned?

Concerned about herbicides in 
your pot stash? Of 40,500 pounds 
of marijuana seized by authori¬ 
ties in Arizona and California 
last year, 5600 pounds -- 13 
percent -- contained high levels 
of the toxic drug paraquat, an 
herbicide being sprayed on Mexi¬ 
can crops with American drug 
enforcement dollars (see Barb, 
Dec. 16, 1977). 

At first, marijuana users re¬ 
lied on eyeballing theirpurchas- 
es for the characteristic sickly 
yellow tint; but as dealers found 
the contaminated dope difficult 
to move, the paraquat-spiked 
weed was mixed with untainted 
strains and detecting the toxic 
leaves became nearly impos¬ 
sible. 

Last week however, the 
PharmChem Research Founda¬ 
tion, which operates a drug anal¬ 
ysis clinic in Palo Alto, an¬ 
nounced that it would begin test¬ 
ing anonymously submitted mar¬ 
ijuana samples for paraquat con¬ 
tamination. 

John Kotecki, director of the 
Foundation, told the Barb that 


PharmChem would test samples 
for a $5 fee. 

PharmChem’s Analysis Anon¬ 
ymous presents regular drug re¬ 
ports via a newsletter and short 
spots on several local radioout¬ 
lets. The program covers street 
drugs as well as marijuana. 

For the $5 fee, PharmChem 
performs only a qualitative test. 
The lab also performs quanti¬ 
tative tests, but the procedure is 
more expensive and requires 
government approval for each 
sample. 

Paraquat, which in large quan¬ 
tities causes death by convulsion, 
is believed to cause throat and 
intestinal disorders if ingested 
even in small amounts. To date, 
no conclusive evidence has shown 
i 11 effects from smoking con¬ 
taminated weed, but the National 
Institute for Drug Abuse recent¬ 
ly cautioned users against eat¬ 
ing potentially tainted dope. 

Possible side effects from in¬ 
gesting the herbicide include 
throat and stomach irritations 
and/or convulsions. 

The Drug Enforcement Agency 
(DEA) recently told Head maga¬ 
zine that in response to the pub¬ 


lic outcry it would probably dis¬ 
continue use of paraquat in the 
Mexican spraying operations. 
Pot smokers cannot really re¬ 
joice over this news, however, 
for the DEA says it will be 
switching to 2-4-D -- an heribi- 
cide reported to be more toxic 
than paraquat. 


Persons wishing to submit pot 
samples to PharmChem are to 
wrap, about a ha If-gram -- one 
tablespoon — in plastic or foil, 
indicate the place of purchase, 
the price, and any side effects 
observed, and include $5 cash or 
money order. For identification, 
persons are to assign them¬ 
selves random five-digit num¬ 
bers, mailing the sample and the 
ID number to PharmChem Re¬ 
search Foundation, .1844 Bay 
Road, Palo Alto, California, 
94303. To obtain results, phone 
the Foundation at 322-9941 four 
or five days after submission, 
using the five-digit number for 
identification. Other drugs may 
also be submitted; send about 
one **dose.'* Each sample must 
be submitted separately.

Fight Forced Drugging

Last week the American Civil 
Liberties Union (ACLU) filed 
suit in San Francisco Federal 
Court to stop the forced use of 
psychotropic drugs on mental 
patients in state-licensed hospi¬ 
tals. 

Mort Cohen, the ACLU lawyer 
handling the case, told the Barb 
the suit against the stateofCali- 
fornia “seeks a declaration that 


mental patients have the right 
to refuse (psychotropic drugs) 
whether they’re admitted volun¬ 
tarily or involuntarily. It seeks 
to enjoin any use of psychotro¬ 
pic drugs as punishment.’’ 

Psychotropic drugs are major 
tranquilizers like Prolixin and 
Thorazine. Possible side effects 
of the drug’s use include blurred 
vision, stiff muscles and shaking, 
skin rashes, and heart palpita¬ 
tions. 

The rights of mental patients 
being treated with drugs are cur¬ 
rently protected by the Lanter-

Day In 
Court

In the landmark trial of admit¬ 
ted dope dealer Dennis Peron, 
the defense suffered a severe 
setback last week when San Fran¬ 
cisco Municipal Court Judge Roy 
Wonder rejected its motion to 
suppress 98 pounds of mari¬ 
juana and psychedelic drugs the 
prosecution sought to introduce 
as evidence in the case. 

Peron and three of his asso¬ 
ciates are charged with the sale 
of marijuana and other “soft’’ 
drugs at the Big Top Marijuana 
Supermarket in San Francisco 
(see Barb, Nov. 4, 1977). The 
case, which could produce the 
longest pre-trial hearing inCal- 
ifornia judicial history, has at¬ 
tracted widespread attention over 
Peron’s rather novel defense. 
Peron freely admits to the sale 
of the drugs but contends that 
it is the drug laws rather than 
his actions that are criminal. 

Peron’s defense team sought 
to suppress the disputed evi¬ 
dence, which was seized in a 
raid of the Big Top by San Fran¬ 
cisco narcotics officers last July, 
on the basis of alleged police 
misconduct during the raid. On 
the basis of testimony by six of 
the narcs involved, the defense 
had contended the raid was con¬ 
ducted entirely by plainclothes 
police in unmarked cars who 
forced open the door to the Big 
Top in a military-like seige of 
the premises. 

In a separate motion. Judge 
Wonder dismissed a charge 
against Peron of assault with 
intent to commit great bodily 
harm against a police officer. 
The charge stemmed from Pe¬ 
ron’s having thrown a five-gallon 
water bottle at approaching of¬ 
ficer Paul Macevekis. Peron was 
shot and badly wounded in the in¬ 
cident. 

Officer Macevekis claimed in 
his testimony that Peron went for 
a gun in his belt just before the 
officer shot him. The officer’s 


testimony, however,contradicted 
both the statements of his fel¬ 
low narcotics officers and his 
own previous reports filed on the 
incident, and led Judge Wonder to 
term Macevekis’ recollections 
“a figment of his imagination.”

A major battle between envi¬ 
ronmentalists and oil industry 
giants is now taking shape in 
Northern California. 

The dispute has flared over 
the federal government’s recent 
invitation to major oil compa¬ 
nies to propose offshore drill¬ 
ing sites along the California 
coast from Point Conception to 
the Oregon border. The potent¬ 
ial drilling area, encompassing 
17,000 square miles of the Paci¬ 
fic Continental Shelf, includes 
points off some of the state’s 
most scenic areas--Big Sur, 
Monterey Bay, Point Reyes Na¬ 
tional Seashore and the San 
Francisco Bay. 

Members of the Western Oil 
and Gas Association--which in¬ 
cludes . Chevron, Shell, Union, 
Exxon and Arco--have express¬ 
ed interest in nominating and 
leasing sites for drilling. En¬ 
vironmental groups, meanwhile, 
maintain that any oil drilling off 
the California coast could be 
dangerous to the shoreline’s 


Commenting on the dismissal 
of the assault charges, Peron 
said, “I am happy to be vindicat¬ 
ed of the charge of violence 
against me. That was the only 
charge that bothered me. As for 
the marijuana, I am willing to 


ecological balance; in particu¬ 
lar, they fear further destruc¬ 
tion of the coast’s more spec¬ 
tacular points. 

“We want to insure that cer¬ 
tain areas are excluded from 
the drilling, like all state and 
recreation areas,’’ says Sierra 
Club lobbyist Norbert Dali. “Oil 
and gas development and a 
healthy seashore are antithetic¬ 
al.” 

There are other problems 
connected with the possibility of 
offshore oil drilling along the 
Northern California coast, Dali 
warns. He notes the extreme¬ 
ly deep water and heavy tidal 
action in this area of the conti¬ 
nental shelf, two factors which 
could prove hazardous to the 
wells and lead to accidents such 
as the major spill off Santa Bar¬ 
bara in 1969. 

Other environmental activists 
point to the dangers of adverse 
weather conditions and to the San 
Andreas Fault, which runs 
through the proposed drilling 
area. 

“Walk along the beach at Santa 
Barbara and you’ll see asphalt

and tar balls littered along the 
beaches,” Dali continues, “caus¬ 
ed by presence of the wells. 
There is chronic oil spill around 
wells like these even under the 
best conditions, 10 gallons here, 
five gallons there -- not to men¬ 
tion the unsightly platforms 
ruining the seacoast visually. 

“Offshore wells and the daily 
leakage might affect the fishing 
industry, drastically reducing 
catches -- which could damage 
the restaurant and tourism,in¬ 
dustries.” 

U.S. Representative John Bur¬ 
ton (Dem., S.F.) has tacked an 
amendment on to the pending 
Outer Continental Shelf bill, HR 
1614, which would exclude any 
drilling within 15 miles of the 
Point Reyes National Seashore. 
The amendment would effective¬ 
ly protect the Marin County 
coast, but the bill ignores the 
rest of California’s shoreline. 
The Sierra Club, Friends of the 
Earth and the San Francisco 
Ecology Center argue that the 
bill does not go far enough. 

U.S. Senator Alan Cranston 
(Dem., Ca.) has urged Interior 


man-Petris-Short Act, state de¬ 
partment of health spokesperson 
Esther Seamen explained to the 
Barb. The act “does not speci¬ 
fy that involuntary patients can 
refuse treatment,” she said. 

Patients do have the right, 
however, to know the side ef¬ 
fects of drugs given them, ac¬ 
cording to Herrick Hospital Pub¬ 
lic Relations Director David 
Marshal. 

But former mental patient 
Chew Richard Yuen charges he 
was not told the side effects of 
psychotropic drugs given him at 
Walnut Creek Hospital and Napa 
State Hospital. 

When the Barb contacted Wal¬ 
nut Creek Hospital spokesper¬ 
son Barry Dyckes about the con¬ 
flicting claims, he said he did 
not know hospital policy regard¬ 
ing informing patients. A wom¬ 
an who answered an earlier call 
said the matter was up to the 
individual physician, but refused 
to give her name or be quoted. 

Psychiatrist Lee Coleman 
plans to testify in support of the 
ACLU suit. ‘The reason I’m in¬ 
volved is I’m opposed to forced 
drugging,” he explained. 

Coleman believes many psy¬ 
chiatrists view drugs in terms 
of their own goals and not the 
interests of their patients. “I 
feel the only valid way of evalu¬ 
ating (a drug) is to ask the per¬ 
son if they feel they are being 
helped,” he said. 


Secretary Cecil Andrus to pro¬ 
hibit drilling in San Luis Obis¬ 
po, Monterey and Santa Cruz 
counties and the Bear Mattole 
area near Eureka. Cranston is 
also urging that drillrng be ban¬ 
ned in established sea lanes and 
that all leasing be held up until 
Congress acts on the pending 
coastal management legislation. 

House and Senate versions of 
the Outer Continental Shelf bill 
are now before a two-house con¬ 
ference committee, which will 
draft a uniform version. 

Once nominations for drilling 
sites are received, a lengthy se¬ 
ries of review procedures would 
begin. According to Loretta Ro¬ 
binson, Press Secretary at Bur¬ 
ton’s Washington, D.C. office, the 
leases will not go on sale at 
least until February, 1981. 

Secretary Andrus has called 
for public comments on the 
leases to be submitted to him 
before the June 14 deadline. 
Letters should be sent to Atten¬ 
tion ^720, Bureau of Land Man¬ 
agement, Dept, of the Interior,

Thinking Big: The Story of the Los An¬ 
geles Times, Its Publishers, and Their In¬

L os Angeles at the turn of the 
century was the scene of one of 
the greatest corporate cam¬ 
paigns to build an urban empire 
in the nation’s history -- the battle to 
secure the water supply of the magnifi¬ 
cent Owens Valley. The dramatic conflict 
was immortalized in the film Chinatown, 
where a startled Jack Nicholson stumbled 
onto the massive conspiracy of corrupt 
politicans, greedy land barons and crook¬ 
ed bureaucrats to purloin the valley wa¬ 
ter for their grandiose land schemes. 

Ironically, the Chinatown portrayal of 
the sinister figures behind the water war 
left out perhaps the central force in the 
unfolding drama--the Los Angeles Times. 
In Thinking Big, authors Robert Gottlieb 
and Irene Wolt set the historical record 
straight with a penetrating look at the 
role of the newspaper and its powerful 
owners, the Chandler family, in the de¬ 
velopment of the city of. Los Angeles. 

Gottlieb and Wolt describe how the 
Chandlers used the Times to whip up 
support for the take-over of the Owens 
Valley water supply with an endless 
string of editorials and supposed “news 
accounts” extolling the virtues of the' 
proposed project. When the first trickle 
of water came down the massive L.A. 
aqueduct, many a real estate fortune came 
with it, one of the most fabulous accru¬ 
ing to the Chandlers themselves. 

' The book’s exposure of the role of the 
Times in the Owens Valley conflict rep¬ 
resents a marked departure from the 
more usual fare of newspaper biographies 
that content themselves with personality 
sketches of the paper’s resident media 
stars strung together with titillating bits 
of insider gossip. When I interviewed the 
authors recently in the lobby of San 
Francisco’s Saint Francis Hotel,- they ex¬ 
plained that the idea for a book about the 
Times grew out of their own involvement 
in alternative media circles in Los An¬ 
geles and their effort at establishing a 
paper to counterbalance the enormous in¬ 
fluence the Times excercizes in deter¬ 
mining what constitutes “news” in the 
area. 

“Our newspaper group fell apart,” 
Wolt said, “but the book came out.” 

The authors stressed that theirown ex¬ 
periences with the Times moved them 
beyond a view of the paper as an impar¬ 
tial disseminator of the news to an ex¬ 
ploration of the institutional role the 
Times played in the development of Los 
Angeles. “We wanted to find out how the 
system functions in relation to the pa¬ 
per,” Gottlieb explained. 

Wolt said they found that “papers were 
explicitly perceived as class organs” used 
to push the visions of the area’s ruling 
circles. In Thinking Big they expose how, 
from the birth of the city 100 years ago, 
the Times served as little more than a 
Chamber of Commerce booster sheet ex¬ 
tolling the virtues of life in Los Angeles, 
running endless advertisements for land 
^investments in the area, some of them 
blatantly fraudulent, and pushing the fan¬ 
atic pro-growthphilosophy that would soon 
convert Southern California into hmetro¬ 
politan monster. 

Gottlieb and Wolt show how the Chand¬ 
lers used the Times to destroy any op¬ 
position to the business community’s 
stranglehold on the city’s political rna- 
chinery. When socialists threatened to 
take-over city hall in the early 20th Cen¬ 
tury, the Times railed away against the 
“red menace” and the spectre of bomb¬ 
throwing Bolsheviks. When labor unions 
launched a campaign toorganize the city’s 
working masses—including the printers 
at the Los Angeles Times--the paper 


blasted the union leaders as “anarchic 
scum” and “leeches upon honest labor.” 

At times the tailoring of the paper’s 
news content to the needs of the Chandler 
family’s business interests became so 
exaggerated it stretches belief. When 
Mexican revolutionaries threatened to 
expropriate a massive Chandler-owned 
Mexican ranch, the Times unashamedly 
responded by branding the rebels as 
“hobos and criminals” and openly called 
for U.S. government intervention to pro¬ 
tect the family’s Mexican investment. 

This unabashed use of the Times to 
boost the fortunes of the Chandler family 
and the Los Angeles corporate communi¬ 
ty gradually faded after World War II 
with the rise of professional journalism 
and its presumed standards of objectivity. 
With old Chandler enemies like the labor 
unions now an established power, and 
rnuch of the brilliance of the L.A. real 
estate boom tarnished by the resulting 
urban sprawl, pollution and congestion, 
the Times was steadily pushed away from 
its more brazen pro-business excesses. 

The rise of the “professional journa¬ 
list,” however, did not entirely eliminate 
the slanted coverage that characterized 
the Times of old. Gottlieb and Wolt in 
dozens of interviews with Times staffers 
explore the more subtle but insidious 
form of self-imposed news distortion th^it 
reporters engage in to'keep from incur¬ 
ring the presumed wrath of their su¬ 
periors. 

The most revealing example of the new 
form of news bias concerned the Times 
coverage of the Geo-Tek scandal, a mas¬ 
sive stock swindle in the late 1960s that 
implicated both Times publisher Otis 
Chandler and California Attorney General 
Evelle Younger in some shady business 
practices. When the affair was exposed 
by the Wall Street Journal, the Times , 
adroitly side-stepped any in-depth in¬ 
vestigation of the affair. Gottleib and • 
Wolt describe how the Times subsequently 
'slanted its coverage of the state attorney 
general’s race heavily in favor of incum-. 
bent Evelle Younger when his opponent 


tried to make political mileage out of 
Younger’s involvement in the Geo-Tek 
scam. 

The Times’ failure to adequately cover 
the event was not, according to the au¬ 
thors, due to any direct interference 
from the Chandlers;. “Nobody got any 
orders,” they quote a Times staffer as 
saying, “but then again everybody knew 
who paid the checks. Our natural reac¬ 
tion was not to make trouble.” 

Such reportorial self-censorship raises 
serious questions about the limits of 
journalistic objectivity in the face of cor¬ 
porate ownership of the news media, 
like the Chandlers’ control of the Los 
Angeles Times. When I asked Gottlieb 
and Wolt about the problem they express¬ 
ed their own disillusion with the press’s 
presumed professionalism, and stressed 
that the only time they found truly ba¬ 
lanced news coverage in the Times was 
during the period of intense political ac¬ 
tivism in the 1960s., Gottlieb explained 
that outside pressures for political change 
provided Times reporters with “a sense 
of connectedness to a movement” and 
gave them the courage to write stories 
as they saw them and not tailor them to 
the presumed values of the publisher. 

Given the political slumber the country 
has currently fallen into the prospects 
for quality journalism appear to be pretty 
bleak. “On a short term basis there’s a 
lot to be pesisimistic about,” Gottlieb ad¬ 
mits. 

But the authors do point to some hope¬ 
ful signs, like the recent hiring of long¬ 
time radical activist Bob Scheer as a 
Times political reporter. With a rebirth 
of the social activism and reformist 
spirit that characterized the last decade, 
the authors feel that the Times could 
once again be nudged away from its flacid 
embrace of the status quo. 

•The people are there to create the 
changes,” Gottlieb explains in assessing 
the current crop of young reporters at 
the Times. “But the substantial forces 
for change have to come from outside the 
paper.”

Law School Erupts 
Over Racism

A tense and violent confrontation be¬ 
tween students and faculty at Hastings 
Law School in San Francisco, which erupt¬ 
ed over changes in the school’s special 
admissions program, has entered its 
second week with stepped up security 
and continued picketing by the Hastings 
Special Admissions Coalition. 

The increased security measures came 
in the wake of last week’s boycott of 
classes and sit-in at the school lobby, 
during which two State Police Tactical 
Squad contingents in full riot gear storm¬ 
ed the crowded student gathering swing¬ 
ing night sticks. A 20-minute free-for- 
all ensued' The 100 demonstrators in 
the lobby were pushed forcibly along the 
floor, out the glass doors, across the 
^ plaza and down 40 concrete steps. A cor¬ 
don of police then cleared the area and 
remained on guard. Shortly thereafter, 
Hastings Dean of Facilities David Con¬ 
ception ordered the school closed for 
the rest of Friday and the weekend. 

Two demonstrators, Mike Carascoand 
Antonio Armirez, were arrested during 
a peaceful sit-in at the Registrar’s Of¬ 
fice shortly before the Tactical Squad’s 
arrival in the lobby. They have been 
cited for “interfering with an officer in 
the performance of his duty.’’ 

According to Pat Guillory of the Na¬ 
tive American Law Students Association 
at’ Hastings, 12 demonstrators have re¬ 
ported injuries from the police action. 
The Special Admissions Coalition has 
been holding emergency meetings to pre¬ 
pare lawsuits based on police brutality 
charges. 

State police spokesperson Lieutenant 
Dennis Williams reported that four of¬ 
ficers were treated at Presbyterian Hos¬ 
pital for injuries sustained in clearing 
the campus. 

On Monday morning, classes were again 
disrupted. The state police returned 
to the school’s main building, where they 
cleared the basement and most of the 
first floor. 

“We received a bomb threat by tele¬ 
phone,’’ reported Lieutenant Williams. 

The conflict which burst into violence 
last week has been brewing for several 
months on the Hastings campus. It start¬ 
ed when the faculty voted to eliminate 
student voting power in the Legal Edu¬ 
cational Opportunity Program (LEOP), 
Hastings version of special admissions. 
LEOP, which has successfully brought 
hundreds of minority and disadvantaged 
students into the law school, had included 
a review procedure whereby student and 
faculty representatives voted equally on 
each candidate. The new rules have re¬ 
duced student power on admissions pro¬ 
cedure to merely an advisory position. 

It was in an effort to regain student 
voting power that the Special Admissions 
Coalition called for last week’s boycott 
of classes, sit-in at the school and pick¬ 
et lines. 

Another bone of contention is the newly- 


instituted policy of strongly emphasizing 
Legal Scholastic Aptitude Test (LSAT) 
scores within the special admissions pro¬ 
gram. Formerly, LSAT scores were 
weighed equally with undergraduate grade 
point averages in determining admissions. 

‘The LSAT lends a facade of science 
to what is basically racism,” Don Tama- 
ki, from the Oakland Asian Law Caucus, 
told assembled demonstrators at Hast-

They were called “premature anti-fas¬ 
cists” by some, “Bolshies” by others. 
They were seamen from the West Coast, 
trade unionists from the Midwest, poor 
blacks and whites from the South, Jewish 
medical students from New York City.

A few of 
the veterans wore fraying black berets on 
their greying heads, some wore stick 
pins with the brigade insignia on their 
lapels. While most of the 600 people at 
the reunion seemed to be veterans of the 


ings last week. The Coalition maintains 
that the LSAT is culturally and econo¬ 
mically biased in favor of white middle- 
class students and should not be a pri¬ 
mary criterion for admissions. The Co¬ 
alition has presented a list of eight de¬ 
mands to the faculty of Hastings which 
include “placing primary emphasis on 
non-standardized criteria in choosing mi¬ 
nority students.” 

The primary demand of the Coalition, 
however, is restoration of student asso¬ 
ciations’ voting power in the LEOP. 
The predominantly white Associated Stu¬ 
dents of Hastings has also voted to en¬ 
dorse the boycotts and the demands of 
the Special Admissions Coalition. “At 
issue is student power, not just racial 
equality,” emphasized Guillory. Seventy 
percent of the 1500 law students at Hast¬ 
ings have decided not to cross the picket 
line. 

The faculty changes would not affect 
the number of minority or disadvantaged 
students admitted under LEOP, only stu¬ 
dent decision-making power. “We are 
trying to eliminate discrimination against 


Spanish Civil War days, there was a 
scattering of starry-eyed young people 
fascinated by the historic significance of 
the gathering. 

Many of the veterans expressed satis¬ 
faction that the situation inSpain is final¬ 
ly changing, and their own efforts are at 
last gaining some favorable recognition 
in this country.

the situation in Spain today “cautiously 
but optimistically.” He is cautious, he 
said, “because there are still very many 
forces there trying to curtail the process 
of democratization, who want a regres¬ 
sion to an autocratic system. 

“On the other hand,” he continued, “I 
am optimistic because the people are de¬ 
termined not to have a stop to this 
democratization of the country.” 

Professor Rivas affirmed that there 
is a growing awareness on the part of the 
Spanish people of the contribution made 
by the International Brigades. ‘They 
know that their fight was not only on in¬ 
ternal, interior grounds, but it was also 
a fight that took place on international 
grounds. The Second World War was an 
extension of the war of 1936-1939.” 

According to Milton Wolf, the focus of 
current Brigade activities will be on the 
passage of the Dellums’ proposal by Con¬ 
gress. “Of course,” he added, “we are 
still helping those ex-prisoners and 
exiles who return and are still in need 
in Spain.”

Recent reports on the congressional 
probe of Research West, Emeryville's 
shadowy right-wing detective agency, have 
once more focused public attention on the 
growth of a national network of anti-left 
intelligence organizations servicing the 
rise of what is sometimes called the '"New 
Right." 

In recent months the Barb has looked 
into the growth of several members of 
this network. The fruits of that investi¬ 
gation follow. 

R esearch West -- the Emeryr 
ville detective agency which 
allegedly financed “black bag 
jobs” against the United Farm¬ 
workers Union, spied on Synanon for a 
San Francisco Examiner reporter and 
collected dossiers on anti-nuclear acti¬ 
vists for Pacific Gas and Electric Com¬ 
pany (PG&E) — is on a collision course 
with Congress, and may soon be cited for 
contempt. 

The possible citation stems from legis¬ 
lation launched late last year by U.S. 
Representative John Moss (Dem., Sacra¬ 
mento). Moss’ House Investigations Sub¬ 
committee is probing private spy.-for- 
hire groups which PG&E and other power 
companies have been using to collect in¬ 
formation on leftists and nuclear power 
foes, and he has. subpoenaed intelligence 
records which Research West reportedly 
collected on the backers of California’s 
1976 Nuclear Safeguards Initiative. 

So far Patricia Atthowe, Research West’s 
President, has balked at turning over 
her files, and Moss has given her until 
March 17 to relent or risk facing a con¬ 
tempt action. 

Research West’s current congressional 
woes are only the most recent events in 
its long history of controversial activities. 

The company first came to light as the 
result of a libel suit filed against the San 
Francisco Examiner by Synanon, the well- 
known self help program for former al¬ 
coholics and drug addicts. Synanon’s own 
private eyes investigated Research West 
and found that some of the derogatory in¬ 
formation printed in a series of Examiner 
“exposes” about Synanon had been turned 



W hile Research West is facing 
the prospect of a congres¬ 
sional attack, another key link 
in the national right-wing in¬ 
telligence network is above attack--pre¬ 
cisely because of its relationship to an 
individual congressmember. 

Information Digest (ID), a privately- 
funded right-wing intelligence clearing¬ 
house, operates under the protective wing 
of U.S. Representative Larry McDonald 
(Dem., Georgia), a John Birch Society 
member best known for his recent trial on 
malpractice charges after he prescribed 
Laetrile to a man dying of cancer. 

ID is published by JohnandSheila Rees, 
a pair of right-wing activists who posed as 
radicals during the anti-war years, all the 
time collecting and publishing intelligence 
on the peace movement and leftist or¬ 
ganizations in the pages oftheir restricted 
organ. 

The Reeses also used a variety of false 
identities and phoney political front or¬ 
ganizations in order to infiltrate left cir¬ 
cles in New York and Washington, D.C., 
during the Seventies. 

Unlike other right-wing political 
organs, ID was not openly circulated. 
Partly for reasons of security and partly 
to avoid lawsuits for slander, libel, de¬ 
famation of character and invasion of pri¬ 
vacy, the Reeses chose to disseminate 
their information through the intelligence 
grapevine of police agencies. 

^ Police departments all over the country 
received ID, according to information de¬ 
veloped in a 1976 report by the New York 
Assembly’s Office of Legislative Over¬ 
sight. Those who didn’t receive the publi¬ 
cation directly gained access to the in¬ 
formation by means of regional intelli¬ 
gence bulletins containing excerpts from 
it, and informally by word of mouth. 

Recently the Reeses have become bold¬ 
er about their intelligence service.Sheila 
Rees now works as an aide to Represen¬ 
tative McDonald, who has read portions 
of ID directly into the Congressional Rec¬ 
ord, thus rendering it a privileged com¬ 
munication under congressional rules, 
hence libel-proof.

Although the Synanon caper was the 
first incident to land Research West’s 
name in the media, it wasn’t the first time 


Among the targets ofIDare the National 
Lawyers’ Guild, the Socialist Workers’ 
Party and the Institute for Pol icy Studies, 
all three of which are currently suing the 
Reeses for defamation. 

But the Reeses have not limited them¬ 
selves to police forces and the Congres¬ 
sional Record: they have also begun to 
spread their right-wing intelligence re¬ 
ports through the John Birch Society’s 
Review of the News, the Wackenhut pri¬ 
vate detective agency and the massive in¬ 
telligence files compiled by the Georgia 
Power Company. 

The Atlanta (Georgia) Journal earlier 
this year reported that John Rees was 
hired by Georgia Power to infiltrate the 
Clamshell Alliance, an East Coast coali¬ 
tion of anti-nuclear groups similar to 
California’s Abalone Alliance. Georgia 
Power Company also hired Research 
West to spy on anti-nuclear groups, ac¬ 
cording to recent reports, and there is 
a possibility that intelligence developed by 
Rees and the California detective agency 
was somehow shared with West Coast pow¬ 
er companies such as PG&E, currently 
itself the target of a congressional in¬ 
vestigation for spying on nuclear power 
foes. 

In 1976, CounterSpy magazine investi¬ 
gated the Reeses intelligence operation 
and termed it “just the tip of a rightist 
iceberg of spying, massive dossier com¬ 
piling and information trading, blacklist¬ 
ing, subversion of civil liberties, inva¬ 
sion of privacy, plots against progres¬ 
sive leaders, illegal suppression of legi¬ 
timate dissent, infiltration of government 
agencies and crime of all proportions.” 

CounterSpy reported that Information 
Digest material was disseminated to both 
the FBI and the CIA, and suggested.that 
CIA money may have been used to fund 
the publication and the spying activities 
of the Rees family. 

“All who have become involved with 
analyzing Information Digest,” the Coun¬ 
terSpy report said, “believe it indicates 
that the right wing privately maintained 
files that rival those of the FBI.” 


the company had conducted “research” 
on a controversial subject. Synanon’s 
investigators learned that the company 
was founded in the late Forties chiefly 
to spy on labor radicals trying to organ¬ 
ize California’s lettuce pickers. Under 
its original name, Western Research 
, Research West functioned as 
to the powerful Associated 
j, an organization of agriculture 
groups with a vested interest in prevent¬ 
ing the unionization of farm labor. 

Research West again brushed up against 
agricultural unionization in the Sixties 
when a group of corporate farmers in the 
Central Valley commissioned the firm to 
collect intelligence on the United Farm¬ 
workers (UFW). The point of the probe: 
to ascertain whether Communists had in¬ 
filtrated the farm labor movement. 

In 1967, the company received a pile of 
documents which later proved to be the 
of a series of 17 political burglaries 
committed in the Bay Area by ex-Santa 
Clara County Sheriff s Officer Jerome 
Ducote. Some ofthe information--includ¬ 
ing documents on the UFW, the anti-war 
movement. Ramparts magazine and other 
leftists groups and individuals — also 
I its way into the files of the FBI, 
the Army, private research groups and 
state, local and federal law enforcement 
agencies. 

The fact that Research West had ap¬ 
parently trafficked in stolen materials 
I’t surface until 1975, when Ducote 
gave himself up and outlined his “black 
bag activities” on behalf of wealthy right- 
wing interests. 

A heavy right-wing bias has charac¬ 
terized Research West since its earliest 
days. The company’s founder. Harper 
Knowles, a former army colonel who 
worked as a red-hunter for the Port of 
San Francisco, first made his mark as a 
subversives expert and investigator by 
trying to hang a Communist smear on 
Longshoreman’s Union leader Harry 
Bridges prior to World War Two. 

Among Knowles’ earliest Western Re¬ 
search clients were PG&E and Pacific 
Telephone, both of which used the com¬ 
pany’s red-hunting files to ferret out 
suspected leftists on their payrolls. (The 
Barb revealed late last year that PG&E 
still uses Research West to conduct back¬ 
ground investigations on its employees.) 

Nor have the passing years and a change 
in management altered the company’s 
right-wing political perspective. Patricia 
Atthowe, the firm’s current head (Knowles 
sold the company in the Sixties), first 
surfaced during the Free Speech Move¬ 
ment at UC Berkeley, railing against the 
alleged subversives behind the college re¬ 
bellion. Atthowe filed a well-publicized 
suit against the university aimed at forc¬ 
ing UC to throw open its lists of student 
organizations to self-styled red-hunters 
like herself. 

Little is known about Research West’s 
collection methods. In fact, part of the 
reason for the current congressional in¬ 
vestigation is to learn whether unlawful 
espionage has been used by the firm in 
going after anti-nuclear activists. Poli¬ 
tical burglar Jerome Ducote claims that 
the company helped pay for his bag jobs 
on Bay Area radicals, but Atthowe her¬ 
self stoutly denies that the company has 
used burglary or any other unlawful in¬ 
telligence-collecting methods. Synanon’s 
investigators learned during the Examiner 
libel suit that Research West shares in¬ 
formation on a regular basis with state, 
local and federal agencies, and has even 
given Army intelligence agents access to 
its files. 

Kirk Smith, an investigator for Moss’ 
Oversight and Investigations Subcom¬ 
mittee, declined to discuss the specifics 
of the PG&E/Research West probe, but he 
did tell the Barb that the committee is 
empowered to investigate “abuses of tele- 
ph 9 nic communications” (wiretaps, etc.) 
and “the general issue of energy itself. 
For example, whether rate-payers’ dol¬ 
lars are being misused.” 

Other Bay Area newspapers have re¬ 
ported that the probe focuses on the 1976 
California Nuclear Safeguards Initiative, 
a charge which Smith would neither con¬ 
firm nor deny.

From Bob Haldeman’s fraudulent 
“Democratic” postcard mailingduring 
Nixon’s 1962 California gubernatorial 
campaign to Donald Segretti’s more 
grandiose schemes to disrupt the Dem¬ 
ocratic effort in 1972,*California’s 
right-wing has repeatedly turned to one 
age-old device to forward its cause -- 
the political dirty trick. Now the Barb 
has learned that, in its battle to defeat 
the Panama Canal treaties, the right- 
wing may have once again reverted to 
its old deceptive ways. 

Consider the case of San Francisco’s 
Hans Munk. Last October, Munk opened 
his piail box and discovered a post¬ 
card with his name signed to it urging 
the U.S. Senate to “vote against Presi¬ 
dent Carter’s treaty to give away our 
Panama Canal.” The card had been 
returned to Munk by the post office as 
undeliverable (it was addressed to U.S. 
Senator John Tunney who had left the 
Senate nine months previously). 

The problem: Munk claims he never 
sent the card and that the signature of 
his name is a forgery. The card is evi¬ 
dently a mass-produced form letter de¬ 
signed for mailing to U.S. senators to 
express public opposition to the Pana¬ 
ma Canal treaties. 

To find out if other forged cards had 
been mailed out, Munk wrote to the 
U.S. Postal authorities, former U.S.

Ryan Conroy from Senator Cran¬ 
ston’s Washington office told the 
Barb they had not seen any form post¬ 
cards similar to the one Munk re¬ 
ceived, but there has been evidence of 
some funny business related to cor¬ 
respondence on the Canal treaties. 

“We routinely write people who con¬ 
tact our office about legislation, thank¬ 
ing them for sharing their views with 
us,” Conroy said. “Some of the ones 
we’ve written back about the Canal 
issue sent replies to us saying they hacl 
never written in the first place.” 

Despite the possibility of massive 
fraud, Conroy said that no official in¬ 
vestigation was currently being con¬ 
ducted “as far as I know.” 

“There was some talk about the pos¬ 
sibility of a campaign to defraud the 
Congress in the early stages of dis¬ 
cussing the Canal treaties, but nothing 
was ever done about it. 

“It’s just impossible to prove fraud 
in this kind of thing -- the volume of 
mail we’ve been getting in the Senate 
on this subject is much too vast to al¬ 
low a thorough investigation.”

U nlike Information Digest and 
Research West, which primari¬ 
ly collect intelligence on left- 
wing groups and individuals, 
Anacapa Sciences Incorporated, a Santa 
Barbara consulting firm, teaches police 
officers and private corporations how to 
set up their own intelligence units. 

Anacapa Sciences was founded in 1969, 
“primarily,” according to its articles of 
incorporation, “to engage in the specific 
business of furnishing scientific consul- 
ing services. . .(and) the rendering of re¬ 
search, development, analysis, and con¬ 
sulting services in the behavioral, phy¬ 
sical and engineering sciences to indi¬ 
viduals, organizations and government.” 
Since that time it has carriedout literally 
dozens of contracts, many -- if not most 
— of them firmly based on police intel¬ 
ligence tasks. 

The company has focused much of its 
activity on training cops -- and some se¬ 
curity officers for private firms -- how 
to collect and analyze information on 
alleged “terrorists” and leftists. The 
company has trained criminal intelli¬ 
gence officers for the U.S. Drug Enforce¬ 
ment Administration <DEA), the Califor¬ 
nia State Department of Justice, the Dade 
County, Florida Department of Public 
Safety, the Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
and the Texas State Police. 

In addition to its training programs, 
Anacapa Sciences has developed compu¬ 
terized intelligence techniques for the 
California Department of Justice, set up 
the Santa Barbara County Sheriffs Re¬ 
gional “Organized Crime Unit” which 
infiltrated the anti-nuclear Abalone Al¬ 
liance last year (see Barb, Feb. 24) and 
helped UC Santa Barbara’s police de- 


A Spy’: 


A ll the intelligence on radicals 
which the New Right can col¬ 
lect is useless without the funds 
and organization to put it into 
action. This is where the murky money 
empire of Richard A. Viguerie comes in¬ 
to play. 

Viguerie is the public relations and 
fund-raising wizard behind much of the 
activity associated with the New Right 
in recent years. Through a plethora of 
business fronts, including Richard A. 
Viguerie Co. Inc., Diversified Mail Mar¬ 
keting Inc., Prospect House, American 
Mailing List Co., and the Viguerie Pub¬ 
lishing Co., Viguerie has helped bank¬ 
roll some of the most successful cam¬ 
paigns the right has launched in recent 
years. His beneficiaries have included 
Anita Bryant’s Save Our Children cru¬ 
sade, the Stop ERA “movement,” and the 
Conservative Caucus, a right-wing educa¬ 
tion foundation. 

Most of the information available on 
Viguerie’s right-wing fund-raising efforts 
stems from an intensive investigation of 
New Right activities by Sasha Gregory- 
Lewis, senior editor of the Advocate, a 
.national gay newsweekly. 

In a series of muckraking articles the 
Advocate' began publishing last June, 
Gergory-Lewis has: 

♦♦Exposed the links between Viguerie’s 
fund-raising efforts and a wide spectrum 
of ultra-right-wing lobbies, caucuses, 
committees and foundations.. 

♦♦Traced the connections between 
Viguerie’s front groups and some of the 
most powerful conservative office-hold¬ 
ers in the land including U.S. Representa¬ 
tive Larry McDonald (Dem., Georgia), 
former California Lt. Governor John 
Harmer and California State SenatorH.L. 
Richardson (Rep., Orange County). 

♦♦Uncovered the creation of an incipient 
political party, the National Organization 
of State Conservative Parties (NOSCP), 
masquerading as a political “lobby” and 
financed with Viguerie funds. 

♦♦Revealed a campaign by politicians 
linked to Viguerie to smear the National 
Lawyers Guild and prevent it from re- 


partment work on a murder case. 

According to Anacapa’s own propa¬ 
ganda, “Most of these courses included 
a curriculum component outlining the in¬ 
dicators of civil unrest and dissidence, 
and the development and conduct of a prac¬ 
tical exercise providing the attendees with 
an opportunity to practice analysis and 
prediction ofterrorist activities.” In plain 
English: a unit on how to spot political 
troublemakers and keep track of their 
activities. 

Douglas Harris, the president of the 
company, denies that its staff was select¬ 
ed because of their political attitudes or 
expertise in intelligence operations. ‘XDur 
people have diverse backgrounds in one 
type of science or another,” he says. 
“Psychology, engineering and so forth.” 

But in fact, it appears the primary sci¬ 
ence they specialize in is police science. 

For example, Walter Harper, oneofthe 
company’s “primary scientists,” form¬ 
erly worked for the CIA-linked U.S. Army 
Special Operations Research Office, con¬ 
ducting counterinsurgency research. 
Some of Harper’s work was used to de¬ 
velop computer predicting techniques 
based on the insurgencies in South Viet¬ 
nam, the Philippines and Malaya. 

Harper’s work with Southeast Asian 
counterinsurgents prepared him for 
his next big assignment: conducting a 
study of “stratified data at the state uni¬ 
versity, state college, community college 
and private college levels pertaining to 
their experience in campus disorders,” 
for the California Council of Criminal 
Justice, the forerunner to the Governor’s 
Office of Criminal Justice Planning. 

Other Anacapa Sciences staffers in¬ 
clude James B. Hewlett, a former intel¬ 


ligence officer with the Lakewood Colo¬ 
rado Department of Public Safety who 
specialized in undercover operations, de¬ 
veloping and using informants, using tech¬ 
nical surveillance equipment and “col¬ 
lecting intelligence data on militant and 
subversive organizations;” and Jack Kin¬ 
ney, who put together the Drug Enforce¬ 
ment Administration’s criminal intelli¬ 
gence course, plotted drug control opera¬ 
tions for the Bureau of Narcotics and 
Dangerous Drugs (now DEA) and did a 
cost-effectiveness survey of “a national 
police force in South America.” 

With credentials like these, it’s little 
wonder that Anacapa’s intelligence train¬ 
ing programs tend to stress such con¬ 
cepts as “countermeasures which have 
proven effective in various situations,” 
“alternatives to, criminal prosecution,” 
“exploiting weaknesses in guerrilla or¬ 
ganizations” and “exploitation of legal 
police methods” (as opposed to illegal 
police methods). 

One “training module” developed by 
Anacapa Science even discusses means 
of “dealing with groups operating under 
the cover of a legitimate front or dis¬ 
guising their operations in the context 
of a legal activity (such as) a licensed 
parade or assembly.” 

For an example of how this gung-ho 
anti-leftist philosophy works in the field, 
the intelligence unit Anacapa Sciences 
set up. for the Santa Barbara County 
Sheriffs office kicked off its activities 
by launching investigations of a Grate¬ 
ful Dead Concert, the UC Santa Barbara 
Jazz Festival and a local election called 
to decide whether or not a part of Santa 
Barbara County should become an in¬ 
corporated town. 


ceiving money under the federally-fund¬ 
ed Legal Services Corporation. 

The Viguerie political network is also 
solidly hooked into the intelligence net¬ 
work of the New Right. Representative 
McDonald, one of what the Advocate re¬ 
fers to as “a stable of Viguerie ad¬ 
visors,” is associated with John and 
Sheila Rees’ Information Digest, and has 
made public use of some of ID’s red¬ 
baiting reports. John Harmer, another 
Viguerie advisor, allegedly received doc¬ 
uments stolen by right-wing political bur¬ 
glar Jerome Ducote. Moreover, some of 
the information used in Viguerie’s pro¬ 
paganda mailings has come from the 
ultra-militarist American Security Coun¬ 
cil (see Barb, April 1, 1977) and the 


John Birch Society’s News in Review. 

The purpose of all thfs activity was 
summed up in a niailer sent out by 
NOSCP last year which claimed the or¬ 
ganization was founded to bring “all those 
good Americans that used to be for Joe 
McCarthy and Bob Taft, or Barry Gold- 
water and George Wallace, not to na¬ 
tional prominence, but to national domi¬ 
nance.” 

Viguerie himself is blunt about his role 
as bag man and conservative king-maker 
and his plans for the future. In a recent 
interview with Women’s Wear Daily he 
said, “If Ronald Reagan wants the nomi¬ 
nation in 1980, he probably can have it... 
I would be very sympathetic to a Reagan 
request for help.”

Blue Collar opens with an ex¬

Back Roads, by Kate Wolf (Owl 
Records). 

Kate Wolf is a California folk 
singer. There seems to be no 
better way to describe her. 

Her first album. Back Roads, 
on the Owl label (her own), re¬ 
flects a combination of loneli¬ 
ness, the joy of simple escapes 
and an undefined longing for 
something expected,, but not 
quite understood. Her music, 
according to some, has captured 
the spirit of those children of 
the Sixties who wanted to get 
back to the basics but aren’t 
quite sure where it is they’ve 
gotten to. 

Originally from Berkeley, 
Kate Wolf has spent her recent 
years in Sonoma County. 

The production of her album 
emulates the “laid-back” coun¬ 
try-folk style that Kate Wolf 
seems to identify with. In July 
of 1976, she got together her 
back-up group. The Wildwood 
Flower, and a few additional 
musicial friends in front of an 
open fire in a friend’s living 
room for five days of informal 
recording. 

Bass player Peter Wiseman 
shut down his auto-repair busi¬ 
ness to make the session. Gui¬ 
tarist David West drove 400 
miles up from Sanja Barbara for 
half a day of jamming and went 
back home the same afternoon. 
Album credits ignore potential 
big business distributing com¬ 
panies and name instead the 
owners of the living-room- 
turned-recording-studio and the 
friends who gave “support, per¬ 
severance and dedication.” 

But despite the “we’re all fri¬ 
ends up here” presentation of 
the album jacket, the songs share 
a common theme of loneliness. 
Wolfs voice comes across slow, 
gentle, slightly distant, almost 
haunting. Personal tunes leave 
you with a feeling like the empti¬ 
ness in the heart of a person 
telling a good friend goodbye for 
good. 

In ‘The Redtail Hawk” she 
sings.

This song is so full ofCalifor- 
nia imagery that people have 
sent it to friends and lovers out 
of state to try to make them 
come home. 

The two ballads, ‘Telluride” 
and “Emma Rose,” both tell 
stories of people who feel that 
something’s been left out of their 
lives. In‘Telluride,” Wolf sings 
of an aging sawmill worker, 
comparing his life to that of a 
childhood friend who hit the road 
at the time he was settling down: 

And the river keeps rolling past 
the south county line 
I'd love to roll with it, but I've 
run out of time 

The days roll by like the logs 
on the river 

Have I just been wasting my 
time? 


Kate Wolf has become a popu¬ 
lar performer in Northern Cali¬ 
fornia where she’s been known 
for years as a singer, songwri¬ 
ter, folk festival organizer -and 
radio DJ. Her first album is 
dedicated to Betty Saunders, who 
was one of a core of radical folk 
song activists in New York in 
the Forties and Fifties. When 
Sanders died recently, she left 
her collection of music of that 
time to Kate Wolf. 

Wolfs songs can’t be describ¬ 
ed as radical, political, or even 
topical, but the existence of this 
album documents the feelings > 
and life-styles of the people who 
surround her.;

their attempt to secure manhood, 
i.e. respect, from a system 
based on denial of that respect. 
The film’s three protagonists -- 
Zeke, Jerry and Smokey -- are 
each steadily failing as family 
heads and as figures of success. 

In keeping with scriptwriter 
Paul Schrader’s intention to 
make a film where “the economic 
issue was more significant than 
the racial one,” the three men, 
two black and one white, share 
an easy friendship, middle-class 
aspirations and money troubles. 
Jerry’s daughter needs braces 
and he can’t afford them. Zeke 
owes $2000 in back taxes and 
doesn’t have the money. ‘This 
is my life,” he blurts out to the 
IRS representative. “Whereami 
gonna get that kind of money?” 
Smokey is a twice convicted fel¬ 
on, trying to make it on the out¬ 
side. 

The three are in hock up to 
their ears in the trappings of 
middle-class living. We see Zeke 
at home with his family, watch¬ 
ing' ‘The Jeffersons” flickering 
on TV. When Zeke moans indis¬ 
gust, his wife suggests, “Why 
don’t you just turn it off?” and 
Zeke responds, “We’ve just fin¬ 
ished paying for it, we’re going 
to watch everything on it, and 
when the shows are over we’ll 
watch the snow.” 

Zeke, Jerry and Smokey band 
together in their frustration, fo¬ 
cusing their anger against the 
union management at their plant. 
“Plant is just short for planta¬ 
tion!” snorts Zeke during a union 
meeting. Bitter at a lack of union 
representation and despairing of 
ever legally paying off their 
debts, the three men decide to 
rob the union safe. 

Using the device of a movie 
within the movie, Schrader shows 
us ahead of time the fruitless- 
ness of their attempt. A worker 
at the plant, enraged by a vend¬ 
ing machine which consistently 
takes his money and never plunks 
anything out in return, attacks 
the machine with a forklift and 
kills it, cheered on by his fellow 
workers. As punishment for his 
actions, the worker islaidofffor 
two weeks. Like the worker, 
Zeke, Jerry and Smokey have ac¬ 
cepted that what’s in the machine 
is valuable, if only they could 
get to it. And, like the worker, 
their blind attack will get them 
shafted. 

Blue Collar is a movie which 
assembles its evidence and of¬ 
fers its own verdict, in a voice¬ 
over during the final scene. In 
its single-minded ascent to the 
closing message, lesser points 
are glossed over. The women, 
with the exception of Zeke’s 
feisty wife Caroline, are one¬ 
dimensional, either party girls 
with no image other than their 
sexuality or wives who comfort, 
hag and don’t understand what is 
going on. 

“Why don’t you go to the po¬ 
lice?” pleads Jerry’s wife, dur¬ 
ing a crisis born of the men’s 
larceny. “1 can’t take them on 
singlehandedly,” mourns Jerry. 
There’s no possibility of their 
talking and of her learning the 
facts; why this is true is left 
unexplored. Smokey, the only 
man among the three without a 
family, is locked into a classic 
“black stud” role. Whether his 
assiduously maintained reputa¬ 
tion is true to his actual per¬ 
sonality is never questioned. 

In a manner reminiscent of 
Fun with Dick and Jane, econo¬ 
mic issues are tackled in slend¬ 
er vignettes. Jerry’s son whines 
“I’m still hungry” after a fami¬ 
ly dinner and Jerry, the con¬ 
sumer patsy, holds up an empty 
carton of Hamburger Helper and 
reads aloud from the package: 
‘This product serves four.” 

Blue Collar was considered 
a risky venture by its creators, 
with its sombre mood, relative¬ 
ly radical message and the de¬ 
but of Schrader as a director. 
Apparently in an attempt to co¬ 
ver all bases, the writers have 
injected odd moments of humor 


into their script, resulting in a 
film which swerves uneasily 
from realism to comedy and 
back. 

When they commit their rob¬ 
bery, Smokey, Zeke and Jerry 
are disguised in outlandish clown 
costumes. They look ridiculous 
and the audience laughs, but it’s 
at the expense of the men’s cha¬ 
racters. We know how deeply 
each cares about getting the re¬ 
spect due him, how seriously 
they approach their plan of rob¬ 
bery, yet there’s Zeke in vam-

A successful black writer re¬ 
turns to the small Texas town 
where he grew up. Something is 
missing from the pleasure of 
success, something he can’t ex¬ 
plain, and he looks to his child¬ 
hood friends for answers. No 
Left Turn, by Buriel Clay II, 
explores the results of the dis¬ 
satisfied Benny’s return home 
in a production staged jointly by 
the Grassroot Experience Thea¬ 


tre and the Black Writers Work¬ 
shop. 

No Left Turn is a brief (un¬ 
der fifty minutes) play, packed 
with abrupt changes of emotion 
and drawing extensively on the 
vitality of its actors. R. Strib- 
ling Griffin, in the role of Ben¬ 
ny’s boyhood friend. Killer, dis¬ 
plays a rubber-faced comedi¬ 
an’s style, complemented by John 
Botkin’s stolid Caspar. The two 
who stayed behind in Texas,Kil¬ 
ler and Caspar, and the visiting, 
educated Benny, spend a leisure¬ 
ly afternoon in a bar, drinking 
Pearl Beer, listeningto the juke¬ 
box and laughing over old mem¬ 
ories. 

The tension between the char¬ 
acters gradually rises, erupting 
in sudden violence when a long- 
remembered friend, Billy Ray, 
appears in the bar deeply changed 


pire teeth and a propel lor beanie, 
the brooding, powerful Smokey 
in slinky eyeballs. 

That a film as contradictory 
and limited as Blue Collar is 
simultaneously powerful is to 
the credit of its leading actors, 
Richard Pryor, Harvey Keitel 
and Yaphet Kotto and to Jack 
Nitzsches’ driving score.

(The 
program notes describe an en¬ 
counter with ‘the horrible legacy 
of Vietnam,” but if Billy Ray’s 
past was defined in No Left Turn 
I didn’t catch it.) 

No Left Turn’s actors speak, 
naturally enough, in a black idi¬ 
om. The problem is that their 
quick-paced language, combined, 
with Texas accents, can be dif¬ 
ficult to understand. The confu¬ 
sion is further compounded by 
amazingly fast changes of mood. 


At one point, protagonist Ben¬ 
ny is in tears as a result of Bil¬ 
ly Ray’s failure to recognize 
him. Seconds later, Benny is 
again laughing and joking with 
Killer and Caspar. 

The country and western music 
on the jukebox, which could play 
a strong role in setting mood and 
maintaining continuity, is un¬ 
fortunately left at too soft a 
volume to have much effect. 

Ultimately, No Left Turn is 
carried only by the vividness of 
those emotions it explores and by 
the strength of-presence of its 
actors.

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A number of famous illumi¬ 
nated books are on display, in¬ 
cluding the Book of Kells, and 
this was where the lines got ri¬ 
diculous. The guard asked people 
to spend only seconds on each 
display case, hardly enough time 
to even begin viewing all the in¬ 
credible details on each page. 

Many large photographs and 
transparencies are also included 
in the show, showing carved Pa¬ 
gan stone monuments and “Cel¬ 
tic Crosses,” as well as 20 pages 
from the ]^ok of Kells which 
are actually clearer than the 
originals.

Poor lighting of the metal ob¬ 
jects, along with the large 
crowds, make it difficult to see 
anything very clearly or for very 
long. But if you can force your 
way through the bodied (or wait 
for a lull) you can get to within 


a foot or two of several pieces 
and thus get a chance to enjoy 
the details. Those who are less 
brave or patient will do well to 
buy the catalogue, which contains 
over 100 beautiful color photo¬ 
graphs of exhibit items. 


The lack of psychic energy 
around several of the items led 
my companion and me to enter¬ 
tain disloyal thoughts about their 
authenticity, but we decided that 
the psychic vacuums were pro¬ 
bably caused by the modern ob¬ 
servers. Most of the people go¬ 
ing through the exhibit seemed 
to be enjoying themselves, espe¬ 
cially the ones listening to the 
tape cassette tour guides they 
had rented at the front door. 
People actually seemed to be in 
no hurry (an unusual sight in a 
museum), and a considerable 
amount of money passed hands 
at the museum store counters 
set up outside the exhibit. On 
sale were copies of the cata¬ 
logue (which I hope is more his¬ 
torically accurate about Pagan 
Ireland and the conversion than 
the free brochure), modern jew¬ 
elry based on Celtic motifs, post¬ 
ers, postcards and slides of the 
items. 

Just down the hall, the museum 
has an Egyptian shop with a very 
good selection of books on an¬ 
cient Egypt, as well as authentic 
artifacts and museum replicas 
of statues and jewelry. All this 
seems to be in preparation for 
the King Tut Exhibition to come 
to the de Young next year. 


The crowding problem is pro¬ 
bably unsolvable, since the mu¬ 
seum is only open from 10 a. m. 
to 4 p.m. every day. Admission 
is cheap ($1.50 for adults) and 
the Irish show will run till May 
21. / don*t recommend that you 
visit it on St. Patrick's Day week¬ 
end, however.

“Please check hats and coats 
at the counter to the right, 
nationalists are requested to 
leave sunglasses, shoulder hol¬ 
sters and odd looking parcels in 
the parking lot.” There was a 
large crowd that afternoon at 
the M.H. de Young Memorial 
Museum in Golden Gate Park. 
My companion (one of the found¬ 
ers of the Berkeley Theoigene- 
sis Project, which creates new 
gods and goddesses) and I had 
decided to check out the muse¬ 
um’s new exhibit, a traveling 
show called ‘Treasures ofEarly 
Irish Art: 1500 B.C. to 1500 
A.D.” 

We thought that it might be 
interesting to give the exhibit a 
review from a Pagan point of 
view, especially considering the 
automatic Christian propaganda 
saturating the exhibit captions, 
the catalogue and most of the 
stories published in the mass 
media so far. 

It’s a very nice show for any¬ 
one with love for ancient metal 
working or medieval manuscript 
illuminations. The famous Celtic 
interlacing technique appears in 
exquisitely fine detail in such 
pieces as the Ardagh Chalice, 
the Crosier of Clonmacnoise and 
the Tara Brooch, which have to 
be seen from all sides in order 
to be fully appreciated. The first 
two of these are so beautiful that 
one can almost forgive them for 
being Christian. 1 say almost, 
because nobody knows how many 
equally beautiful pagan religious 
artifacts may have been melted 
down to produce more gold for 
artifacts of the new religion. 
Modern Irish scholars and the 
museum officials have repeat¬ 
edly implied that this new the¬ 
ology was somehow a vast im¬ 
provement. 


China by a contingent of 15 Ame¬ 
rican book people, representing 
what he calls “a cross section 
of the trade.”

language, the language of the 
people, it sometimes took a long 
time for us to get it in transla¬ 
tion — if we got it at all. 

“I think now, though,” Fergoda 
continues, “we’ll seemore^crea- 
tive writing, more writing about 
modern Chinese life, more nov¬ 
els, as the controls are lifted. 

It’s too early to know for sure, 
but the magazines, like Peking 
Review and China Reconstructs, 
are already beginning to reflect 
a change. Books lag one or two 
years behind political develop¬ 
ments.” 

While contemporary Chinese 
writing may be in for a profound 
retooling, the Chinese policy of 
preserving the past is likely to 
remain intact. Contrary to 
charges advanced in current 
books such as Simon Leys’ Chi¬ 
nese Shadows (Viking), the re¬ 
volutionary government has al¬ 
ways respected China’s past, the 
China Books people assert, and 
its publishing policies reflect 
that. Historical Relics, a large 
art book, and New Archeological 
Finds in China, a thin volumne 
featuring text and color plates of 
recently unearthed antiquities, 
are popular titles from Peking. 

“I think,” opines Fergoda, 

“that the collection of Chinese 
antiquities that toured the U.S. 
in 1975-76 did a lot to dispell 
the idea that China neglected-- 
or worse, destroyed -- its heri¬ 
tage. Something like 937,000 
people saw that show in San 
Francisco alone. This spring 
and summer, a.collection of pea-

cialist countries, as well as ac¬ 
counts from various publishers 
of revolutionary movements 
around the world. Even during ^ 
the upheaval of the Cultural Re¬ 
volution and the campaign 
against the Gang of Four, ship¬ 
ments from China have arrived 
regularly. What may change 
considerably, however, is the 
content of those shipments. 

“One of the areas controlled 
by the Gang of Four,” says Tom 
Fergoda, “was books and maga¬ 
zines. The language in these 
publications was closely scruti¬ 
nized and often stiff. If an au¬ 
thor ventured to write in earthy 


rica, and it may have a similar 
effect on the impression that 
there’s no art in China now.” 
(These are collected in Peasant 
Paintings from Huhsien County, 
a 1974 release.) 

“I spent a recent May Day in 
Peking at the Temple of Heaven¬ 
ly Bliss among ‘the 10,000 old 
things,”’ Noyes adds, “and that 
showed me that the Chinese value 
their past. After all, it was their 
ancestors, the small artisans, 
who created this beautiful work 
with their hands, even though 
they were suffering under the 
feudal system.” 

This year, Henry Noyes is 
helping to organize a tour of

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poL d Nationalist Kuomintang govern¬ 
ment? They say not. “We haven’t had 
those kinds of problems,” shrugs Noyes. 
“As for the Kuomintang, none of our 
stores are located in Chinese commu¬ 
nities, so as to provoke a confrontation. 
We exist to serve people of all political 
persuasions who want to know more about 
China. Kuomintang people have patronized 


our stores because they know we have 
up-to-date information. 

‘The people who work here aren’t of 
one mind, either,” Noyes continues. “As 
an organization, China Books doesn’t take 
positions on U.S.-China relations or in¬ 
ternal Chinese matters. As individuals,” 
Noyes says, choosing his words with 
evident care, “we have opinions, yes. 


as guaranteed us under American law.”, . 

While China Books doesn’t -- indeed, 
can’t--lobby openly on China’s behalf, ’ 
their 18-year relationship with thegov- 
|rnment of the People’s Republic is ob¬ 
viously a special one. In 1971, several 
months before Richard Nixon made his 
celebrated visit to the Great Wall, Chril 
Noyes became the first American busi¬ 
nessperson ever invited there. The filnfi 
footage he took of his trip turned up on 
an NBC television special shortly there¬ 
after. 

In its early days, China Books enjoyed^ 
considerably less prestige, at least on ’ 
this side of the Pacific. After starting 
the import business in a cramped Chica¬ 
go bookstore where he had worked foj 
an earlier owner, Henry Noyes alternate¬ 
ly drove himself around America in a’ 
stationwagon and hopped cross-country ; 
Greyhounds, laden with samples, to line 
up local outlets for his wares. 

They were considered quite exotic in 
those days, and threatening too, some-; . 
times. Once Noyes was chased down a* 
Mississippi road by local vigilantes for ‘ 
his efforts, but he downplays the exper¬ 
ience. /‘It was the early days of the civil 
rights movement, and people there were 
suspicious of any car with California 
plates.” 

Today, about 30 people work at the firm’s 
base at 2929 24th Street in San 
Francisco, somewhat fewer in New York 
and Chicago. Importing, packaging and 
shipping are done in San Francisco and 
the catalogue is printed here. But the 
other stores retain some autonomy, de¬ 
ciding which publications particularly suit 
their needs and ordering accordingly. 

“We’re not out to become a chain,” 
Noyes emphasizes. “We don’t want to^ 
displace anyone. We’d rather see other^ 
people expand their line of books. We’veV ^ 
also helped a number of local movement^ i 
bookstores get off the ground with, dis^ - ^ 
counts, advice and so on.” 

China Books imports between 30 and 
titles a year in English translation fromS^J^jl 
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Foreign Languages Press in Peking, be¬ 


tween eight and 12 from Vietnam. TheyJ'^f;^; 
also carry a number of books on China-^i^^ 
from American publishers and other so-^^^"^'

W hen Henry Noyes left China 
as a boy in 1918, he took 
with him the sharp, jumbled 
imagery of contrast: of junks 
crowding the Canton waterfront and beg¬ 
gars and lepers clogging the streets in 
staggering juxtaposition to the temples of 
a storied high culture. It was 57 years 
before he went back. In the meantime, he 
did something that both nurtured h i s 
memories of the land where he was 
to American parents and introduced to 
Americans the vivid and often mystify¬ 
ing images of a new China. He founded 
China Books as a mail order house, in 
1960. 

Today, China Books and Periodicals 
is the largest importer and distributor 
of Chinese literature in the world, with 
stores in Chicago, New York and San 
Francisco, the firm’s home base since 
1964: Henry Noyes, now a tall, white- 
haired man of 67, is the company presi¬ 
dent. His son Chris is general manager. 
The firm, by its own reckoning, has done 
business with 3000 to 4000 bookstores— 
nearly half the nation’s booksellers--at 
one time or another wholesaling, pack¬ 
aging and shipping all manner of things 
dealing with the People’s Republic of 
China. 

Posters depicting scenes of Chinese 
life, postcards bearing peasant paintings, 
children’s books, maps, pictorial ac¬ 
counts of the wonders of Chinese history, 
archeology and geography, texts of tra¬ 
ditional acupuncture and herbal medicine 
and photo collections of ancient and con¬ 
temporary art put flesh on the backbone 
of China Books’ catalogue: recent and 
classic writings of Marxism-Leninism. 

The posters and paraphernalia are 
characteristically rendered in the bril¬ 
liantly colored, engaging style of Chi¬ 
nese folk art, and comprise what pub¬ 
licity and promotion coordinator Tom 
Fergoda calls “a secondary but signifi¬ 
cant part of the business.” These, along 
with the cultural titles, sell to libraries, 
teachers, art students, gift-givers, tour 
groups, “just about anyone who is in¬ 
terested in China.in any way, from any 
political perspective,” according to Fer¬ 
goda. 

The weightier political writings—Mao, 
Marx, Lenin, Ho Chi Mihh--sell steadily 
to a more politicized readership. These 
books, published in China on high-quality 
paper in both cloth and paper with care¬ 
ful bindings, are inexpensive. The five- 
volume, 2(X)0-page set of Selected Works 
of Mao Tse-Tung, for example, retails 
/ for $17.50 in paper, $27.50 in cloth. 
The all-time bestseller for China 
Books is, of course. Quotations from 
Chairman Mao--:the Little Red Book. “In 
the late 1960s, during China’s Cultural 
Revolution, Mao became something of a 
culture hero among young radicals in the 
West because he championed the youth 
of China,” remembers the elder Noyes. 
“So before long, sales of the Little Red 
Book began to skyrocket here.” Noyes 
estimates that nearly a million copies. 
have been sold. 

How did a blazing red book advocating, 
and diagramming, revolution ever reach 
American bookshelves, especially, in the 
Cold War days of the early 1960s, when 
China Books was just beginning? “We 
had to incorporate as a non-political 
commerical firm and apply for a license 
from the U.S. Treasury Department to 
import books,” Noyes explains. “We got 
the license with no particular trouble, 
but it was subject to certain conditions. 
For instance, we had to file a monthly 
report detailing that month’s transac¬ 
tions and deposit the share that would 
ordinarily be paid to China in a special 
account, where it remained as part of 
China’s frozen U.S. assets-. 

“Since 1971 we have been paying the 
royalties directly to Guozi Shudian (ex¬ 
porters) in China, but the money we paid 
into the account before then is still fro¬ 
zen. We also now deposit proceeds from 
sales of books from Vietnam into a fro¬ 
zen account.” 

Has China Books ever been harassed 
by Washington, their shipments inter¬ 
fered with, their stores ransacked by, 
say, Chinese-Americans loyal to the de-

One of the notable asides in 
Sara Davidson’s badly written 
book is the often repeated and 
historically silly claim that the 
female orgasm is one of the most 
important discoveries ofthe20th 
century. 

The idea is convenient for 
those bourgeois feminists who 
like to believe that the women’s 
movement emerged full bloom in 
Berkeley in the late 1960s after 
a particularly sexist remark by 
a leftist male. But to every wo¬ 
man who had a strong sense of 
what was good for her and how 
often — from the ancient Greeks 
to Edith Wharton -- the idea is 
insulting. 

Fortunately, the great major¬ 
ity of feminists in this country 
believe boorish men and sexual 
repression are the symptoms of 
a rotten culture, not the cause; 
and economic and political 
struggle, not better sex, is the 
solution. 

The recent fuss over the fe¬ 
male orgasm is central to the 
first two of these novels and to 
Shere Hite’s best-selling “stu¬ 
dy” of female sexuality. But all 
of the books under examination 
here are marginal works written 
on the soft shoulders of the wo¬ 
men’s movement. 

The Delta of Venus is a com¬ 
pilation of sexy vignettes done 
by Anais Nin for a private col¬ 
lector of pornography, who gave 
her a dollar a page during the 
Depression. Although most of 
these writings are fragmentary 
they’re an interesting starting 
point for an examination of wo¬ 
man and sex in modern litera¬ 
ture. In the preface to the book 
the uncannily subjective Nin, 
whose diaries are a selective 
catalog of emotions, describes 
the arguments she had with the 
private collector. He wanted 
hard-core porn, not the semi- 
soft stuff she was producing. 

In spite of her rushed effort, 
Nin shines through in ways that 
no male pornographer interest¬ 
ed simply in the buck could ever 
do: “Her elongated eyes did not 
close as other women’s eyes 
did, but like the eyes of tigers, 
pumas and leopards, the two lids 
meeting lazily and slowly; and 
they seemed slightly sewed to¬ 
gether towards the nose, mak¬ 
ing them narrow with a lascivi¬ 
ous, oblique glance falling from 
them like the glance of a woman 
who does not want to see what is 
being done to her body.” 

Compare that to this typical 
bit of male-written pornography: 
“Inga is quite tall for a girl, with 
long blonde hair which is almost 
white. She has very blue eyes, 
fairly wide hips, full breasts and 
even her pubic hair is white- 
blonde.” 

Both descriptions, of course, 
are peludes to sexual narrative. 
But aside from the fact that one 
was written by a writer and the 
other by a hack, which one has 
more erotic possibilities? No 
comment necessary. 

Nin’s stories are similar to 
those of the other two novels, 
written almost 40 years later. 
She writes: “His gradual en¬ 
trance threw radiations all 
around it, invisible currents 
warning the deeper regions of 
the womb that some explosion 
was coming, something made to 
fit in the soft-walled tunnel and 
to be devoured by its hungry 
depths, where restless nerves 
lay waiting. Her flesh yielded 
more and more.” 

Compare that with this pas¬ 
sage from Blue Skies, No Candy: 
“Then into me, filling me like a 
blow to the solar plexus. I’m 
gasping for breath, never been 
so full, never felt so much pres¬ 
sure. He’s deep into me,tearing 
through to my throat. Fm gone 
into blackness, out of my mind

again. Nothing is me,only cunt.” 

Same sex, same organs. Sim¬ 
ilar cultural experience. Gael 
Greene is simply continuing to 
follow the soft core trail that 
Nin blazed decades ago. The dif¬ 
ference between The Delta of 
Venus and the other two novels 
is that Nin’s book is stripped 
down to basics while Davidson 
and Greene both claim that the 
scope of their works deserve a 
wider audience. 

Davidson’s book is supposedly 
a chronicle of the Sixties, but it’s 
a strange decade populated essen¬ 
tially by three very upper- 
crustish women who nurse their 
emotional wounds in places like 
Palm Beach, Newport and Lon¬ 
don. The stresses and strains of 
the epoch are mirrored mostly 
through their emotions. The flaw 
here is that they’re boring, su¬ 
perficial people. Between an¬ 
nouncements of assassinations, 
wars and turmoil there is much 
discussion of clothing and the 
pros and cons of different make¬ 
up. “I’ll die for the revolution,” 
one of them says, “but don’t 
make me not shave my legs.” 

Loose Change, like BlueSkies, 
No Candy, is what used to be 


called a woman’s book. Its sub¬ 
ject matter resides in the 
realm of the emotions, despite 
its generous accounts of the 
sexual trials and tribulations of 
the C'psmopolitan generation. 
Whether the women being de¬ 
scribed are searching for the 
ultimate orgasm or the right 
eye shadow, their experiences 
are trivialized by their exces¬ 
sive self-indulgence, a solips¬ 
ism in this case informed by 
mere nerve endings. 

Kate, the heroine of Blue Skies, 
is roughly an older version by 
10 years of Davidson’s women. 
She’s a very successful screen¬ 
writer. Much of the book not 
taken up with graphic sex is 
taken up with graphic name 
dropping. Movie stars, fancy 
restaurants and expensive re¬ 
sorts are continually being 
thrust in and out like a lot of 
other things in the book. 

But easy sex doesn’t seem to 
make the characters any happier 
than the women in old gothic ro¬ 
mances. On thecontrary.lt used 
to be that women were explained 
the crucial relationship between 
romance and good sex. Now 
writers like Greene and David¬ 


son are saying that good sex is 
the true path to romance. But 
good sex, alas, is as hard to find 
these days as good romance 
used to be. 

A similar portrait of women 
is painted in the Hite Report, a 
survey of some 3000 middle 
class women across the country. 
They’re overwhelmingly dissa¬ 
tisfied with their sexual rela¬ 
tionships with men, who never 
seem to understand the hows, 
whats and wheres of their lov¬ 
ers needs. 

Even considering the class 
bias of the Report, which is ex¬ 
actly the same as the two recent 
novels — it’s quite sad that men 
and women have such difficulties 
with things many of the lower 
vertebrates handle so easily. 

The women Hite surveyed 
fake orgasms, lying there "like 
clods while their oafish male 
friends have their way with 
them, all the time thinking to 
themselves that there must be 
something better. And the wo¬ 
men in Greene and Davidson’s 
novels feel pretty much the 
same way. 

Hite’s women seem to be ask¬ 
ing for understanding, warmth

“What I miss in American 
poetry is some way to express 
our own grief,” says San Fran¬ 
cisco poet Robert Bly in the in¬ 
troduction to this combustible 
collection of poems, and it’s 
grief he finds in Flame People 
from the outset: “It is the 
morning of those out of luck;/ 
the penniless drunk in the dawn 
taxi,/ the thin boy in a short- 
sleeve shirt/ coughing in the 
bus depot,/ the thick sweat un¬ 
der the cannery-worker’s 
breasts/ and the cigarettes bro¬ 
ken in her pocketbook ... It is 
the morning after the movie/ the 
morning of the slipping wrench 
and the bloody knuckle 

This is the story, in poems, of 
“the people who get up at 4 in 
the morning/to focus the sky 
and make history possible,” as 
Hall himself would say. But it 
is also a personal proble, an in¬ 
dividual’s unmasking of the or¬ 
dinary and the exploration of 
his own earthly role, “moving 
in you i understand i am a man/ 
and that being a man also means 
nothing 

What Hall finds on the morning 
shuttle is disturbing to some 
(“i’m the heart’s fierce and ir¬ 
removable lugey./ okay okay i’m 
a jerk”), yet this is the expres¬ 
sion of grief that Bly appreci¬ 
ates in the work of (Gregory 
Hall. Non-academic, non-fine- 
arts, non-jaunty, the poems in 
this book look at the sores and

sail past them to the spiritual 
universe, though “radios want us 
to drown” and so do “tons of 
toiletpaper boxed in the dark 
warehouse.” 

While some would say Hall’s 
work is surreal. I’d be among 
those suggesting that his words 
chronicle the blur of our metro- 
planet and that blur is real: 
“there is a dawn/ that shudders 
at the bottom of coffee cups,/and 
a tempatation to check our 
maps And in that blur sobs 
can be “chewed like olives,”the 
mother of a shoeshine boy might 
be president, and ace reporters 


like Greg Hall follow the story of 
“the boy with a cast on his foot/ 
changing a muffler on eden ave¬ 
nue —.” 

* ^ * 

With spring officially just 
around the comer, the seasoned 
eye observes the signs of growth 
and change in Berkeley and in 
the literary field it appears that 
1978 will be a bumper-crop year. 

An especially strong sign of 
life in this literate urb is the 
resumption of weekly poetry 
readings at 2516 Telegraph Ave¬ 
nue, home of the International 
Cafe, once labeled La Salaman- 
dra and, before that, Hardcas- 
tle’s. The name has changed but 
the atmosphere at this popular 
location is reminiscent of the 
high watermark of the old La 
Salamandra readings a couple of 
years ago. 

Though a featured reader 
highlights the evening’s per¬ 
formances, there’s plenty of 
time and enthusiasm available 
for open-mike segments from 
poets in the audience. This prac¬ 
tice of free expression has been 
traditional on the stage at the In¬ 
ternational Cafe, offering an 
equal footing to veterans and 
newcomers alike. Readings are 
hosted by local poet Paladin 
every Monday night at 8:30 and 
the seats fill fast. 

If Monday night isn’t conveni¬ 
ent, there are still two weekly 
poetry nights at Cody’s Book¬ 
store, the Wednesday night se¬ 
ries of featured readers hosted 
by Jana Harris and Alan Soldof- 
sky, and the Bay Area Poets 
Coalition’s Thursday night 
“poetalk” reading/ discussion 


and that artifact called tender¬ 
ness, hard things to produce in 
a culture where men define their 
success by the content of its 
power over others, and women 
rank second to male friends 
whe^ successful men look for 
companionship. 

Though some people, like Hite, 
think there’s a huge differr 
ence sexually between men and 
women, there is less and less 
data to support the notion. Re¬ 
cent physiological investiga¬ 
tions show that at least on a 
basic biological level there is a 
remarkable similarity between 
male and female sexual re¬ 
sponse. And those sly scientific 
devils are now talking about the 
possibilities of multiple orgasm 
for men. True sexual equality! 

However, if the major differ¬ 
ences don’t lie with erect tissue, 
hormonal flow and intensity re¬ 
sponse peaks, where do they lie? 
The mind, of course. It’s that 
center of neurological activity 
that mediates all those biological 
bumps and grinds and translates 
them into a language, thought and 
social action. The mind is where 
the problems start and end. 

Now that women are more 
sexually free are they doing what 
traditionalists have always ac¬ 
cused men of doing: transmit¬ 
ting the stimulus of the crotch 
to the pleasure centers of the 
brain without a rest stop at the 
heart? 

If much of the recent best¬ 
selling literature centered on 
women’s sexuality is to be be¬ 
lieved, the answer is no. The 
emotional content of the experi¬ 
ence is still central, at least to 
that minority of women who 
write and read books like these. 

What women in this 30 ciety 
are really asking for, it seems, 
is simpty equitable relationships. 
The discovery of the female or¬ 
gasm has as much to do with 
establishing that reaffirming 
bond as the discovery of nuclear 
weapons has for the energy cri¬ 
sis. 

The solutions will not take 
place in the genitals, but in the 
political arena. “Only the united 
beat of sex and heart together 
can create ecstasy,” Nin wrote. 
We’re sure along way from that.

The Unlimited, also to appear in 
the months ahead. 

Berkeley’s “wrong side of the 
tracks” poets, Chris Trian, Si¬ 
mon Alexander, Paladin and 
Dierdre Evans, combine their 
talents and creative juices in 
another new title from our town, 
namely Butch, Bitch, Black & 
Bad, and, last but not least, a 
journal of poetry and art entitled 
Artaud’s Elbow is also schedul¬ 
ed to make its debut. 

As if this isn’t enough to keep 
me busy, there’s still the bread 
to bake, cars to fix, turtles to 
feed, records to scratch, dogs 
to bark and rows to hoe in a 
crowded plot.

The Prisoners’ Legal Services of Oregon 
recently filed a class action complaint against 
the Oregon State Penitentiary Segregation 
and Isolation Unit over reports of severe 
abuse of inmates at the facility. 

The complaint charges that guards have 
repeatedly used “unnecessary and exces¬ 
sive force resulting in physical injury” to 
the prisoners, and have made “racial slurs” 
and insulting comments about naked prison¬ 
ers forced to stand before them. The com¬ 
plaint also alleges that guards frequently 
urge inmates to commit suicide and that 
several prisoners have taken their lives 
while interned in the isolation unit. 

Prison officials have branded the com¬ 
plaint the work of “troublemakers” and 
claim they welcome the chance to refute the 
changes against their facility. The action, 
however, has already brought some bene¬ 
fits to the inmates who report that beating 
incidents have decreased dramatically since 
the filing of the complaint, and prison of¬ 
ficials have made some effort at upgrading 
conditions in the isolation unit.

‘The Center for Special Problems,” fund- 
,ed by San Francisco, has been providing ser¬ 
vices to Bay Area residents for over a dec¬ 
ade. They deal with all aspects of living 
from employment, housing and sexual atti¬ 
tudes, to alcohol and drug abuse. Their ser¬ 
vices, offered on a sliding scale and free to 
those who can’t afford to pay, include psy¬ 
chiatric testing, art therapy, counseling, 
and hormone treatments. 

It seems, however, that the hormone 
they administer to transsexuals, Diethyls- 
tilbestrol (DES), is unsafe in many cir¬ 
cumstances. Although the Food and Drug 
Administration has recommended it not be 
used for livestock, DES is still 4n use to 
fatten cattle and poultry. 

Dr. Jack Leibman, the Director of the 
center’s transsexual program, stated in 
January that improved hormones would be 
available “soon.”
